This action, we feel, was not in the 
best interests of the city. 

Further, the participation by Coun- 
cilman Max Hawkins in the zone change 
was an out-in-out case of conflict of in- 
terest. He was among the three who 
voted in its favor, The others were 
Councilmen Ronald Rossitter and Zel- 
la Stone. 

Hawkins, who had voted against the 
same zone change for adjoining tracts 
of land three years suddenly reversed 
his position, The reasons were obvious. 
He now is employed by William D. 
Standlea, the petitioner for the zone 
change, who as head of the Standlea 
Realty Company was the agent in the 
land sale, 

Had Hawkins disqualified himself, as 
he did at the first public hearing on the 
zone change in November, the vote 
would undoubtedly have reSulted in a 
2-2 tie, which would have defeated the 
proposal because of the deadlock. 

However, Hawkins in knowing of this 
probable stalemate, elected to join the 
voting after asking for a legal interpre- 
tation from City Attorney Donald Maro- 
ney. 

Maroney told Hawkins although he was 
of the opinion that Hawkins’ participa- 
tion in the hearing and his subsequent 
vote would not be “illegal,’® he did say 
it was “a matter of conscience for Haw- 
kins’? because of his relationship as an 
employe of the Standlea company. 

Hawkins’ deciding vote did more than 
give his employer a handsome boost in 
his private business. As pointed out by 
Mayor James Christensen at the public 
hearing the buyer reportedly paid $5,000 
per acre more than the appraised value 
of $9000. 

The immediate effect was an upgrade 
ing of the vaiue of other property in the 
area, which also had been appraised by 
two different persons previously at 
$9,000, 

And this is where the city comes in, 
As part of the development of Cable 
airport and the surrounding area, 160 
acres are needed by the City for the 
proposed new golf course and other ree 
creational facilities. This property ad- 
joins the 11 acres given the Rel-D sta- 
tus,

ation with federal agencies, plus a trip 
to Washington to confer with political 
leaders, the city is on the verge of 
gaining approval from the Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) department 
approval of an open space grant where- 
by HUD will pay 50 per cent of the land 
acquisition. 

The city submitted the two appraisals 
to HUD listing the land values at $9,900 
per acre. 

The 3-2 vote by the City Council puts 
this in jeopardy. The owners of the 
needed 155 acres probably will now seek 
as much as they can get up to the $14,000 
price paid by the builder for the ll acres 
on Mountain at 15th St. 

This means it could cost the city and 
the federal Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment agency up to $775,000 MORE for 
the property and if that be the case it 
wouldn’*t surprise anyone if HUD sud. 
denly abandoned the whole project, thus 
threatening the golf course, recreation 
area, and the Cable Airport protection 
and annexation. This would be a disas- 
ter! 

We hope this doesn’t come about. We 
hope the city can acquire this property 
at its true appraised value and not at 
its new speculative price.

This mistake has been made and the 
two great contributors were Council 
man Hawkins who should have disquali- 
fied himself from voting and Council- 
man Ronald Rossitter, who played such 
a prominent role in the overall Cable 
Airport and recreational development 
plan and usually has tried to set high 
standards for the city. 

It was coincidental, too, that some 
32 land-owners in the area submitted 
a petition to the council endorsing the 
zone change which will have repercus- 
sions for months or perhaps years to 
come, 

It might be added that the Council in 
granting the R-1-D zone change (single 
family residential) also voted against 
the General Plan by approving 7,500 
square foot lots when the city’s mini- 
mum is now 10,000 square feet. 

Add that to a $5,000 inflated price 
per acre and the flagrant conflict of 
interest and it is obvious that Coun. 
cilman Hawkins, in particular, and Ros- 
Sitter, plus Mrs, Stone, chose the wrong 
path in casting their votes.
